Red Cross Would Relieve 
Relief Clients Of Needless 
Trips To Monrovia 


Every available agency will be 
contacted by Thomas Schwartz, 
chairman of the local Red Cross 
office, In an effort to secure 
establishment here of an office for 
the sale of food stamps to relief 
clients. Authorization to this ef¬ 
fect was given Mr. Schwartz at 
a board of directors meeting 
Monday evening. As It now 
stands, Monrovia is the neare t 
city where stamps may be pur¬ 
chased, which works a hardship 
on those clients who have no 
means of transportation. It was 
suggested that the local Red 
Cross office be used for distri¬ 
bution of stamps, and the board 
of directors agreed to bond the 
secretary to handle them. 

Agreement to the proposal must 
come through Supervisor W. A 
Smith and the board of super¬ 
visors to secure permission to use 
the local Red Cross office as a 
stamp selling headquarters. In¬ 
dicating the keen desire on the 
part of Sierra Madreans to have 
a local office, the Chamber of 
Commerce is working toward that 
end, and at the next meeting of 
the City Council, it is anticipated 
that action will be taken in the 
matter.

By helping an American travel¬ 
er seeking an address in London 
in 1909, an unknown British Boy 
Scout aroused the interest in 
Scouting of the late William D. 
Boyce, Chicago publisher, and he 
In 1910 with others, launched the 
Boy Scouts of America, which his 
affected the lives of 8,808,338 
American men and boys in the 
past 30 years.

A resolution urging the cltv to 
grow flowering trees for street 
planting in the green house of the 
city park was adopted by the gar¬ 
den section of the Sierra Madre 
Woman’s Club Wednesday morn¬ 
ing and will be submitted for en¬ 
dorsement to the body of the club 
at the regular meeting next Wed¬ 
nesday, February 14. 

The resolution, formulated by 
the chairman, Mrs. W. J. Lawless, 
and accepted by Mrs. Josephine 
E. Marr, Mrs. A. M. Udell, Mrs. 
C. H. Sandage, Mrs. Elizabeth 
Turner, Mrs. M. A. Copps and 
Mrs. Freida L. Daily, cited in¬ 
stances where flowering trees are 
used for street and parkway 
planting in various cities, and 
called attention to a list of tasted 
flowering trees recommended by 
the Division of Forestry, Depart¬ 
ment of Parks of the City of Los 
Angeles which was presented find 
favorably received at a recent dis¬ 
trict meeting of the garden sec¬ 
tions of the Los Angeles County 
C.F.W.C. The resolution recom¬ 
mended the growing of flowering 
trees in the City Park lath house 
for street plantings. A copy of 


the 11 -t of trees recommended by 
the Los Angeles Park Department 
will be forwarded to the city 
council with especial preference 
for the jacaranda which has al¬ 
ready brought fame to Sierra 
Madre through the plantings on 
West Monteclto, Mt. Trail and 
Alegria avenues. 

Mrs. Lawless also suggested a 
joint conference of representatives 
of the Chamber of Commerce and 
other civic organizations with 
members of the city council for 
discussion and furtherance of the 
plan. 

Among other topics of interest 
to garden enthusiasts touched on 
during the meeting was the value 
of vitamin B-l for promotion of 
growth of many plants, especially 
gardenias, azaleas, camelias, and 
rhodendron, which are among 
those which create the smallest 
amount of B-l ifor their own 
nourishment. Methods of applica¬ 
tion of the vitamin were also 
discussed and a few minutes were 
given to problems of the rose 
grower. During the afternoon 
members of the section enjoyed 
a tour of Santa Anita Rancho.

Growing semi tropical fruit 
trees from seeds may seem like 
o stupendous task to most ama¬ 
teur gardening enthusiasts, but to 
Mrs. Fletcher White of 275 West 
Montecito avenue it is as simple 
a matter as growing pansies. 
Consequently this week she ha- 
been shipping boxes of cherimoys, 
a South American fruit widely 
cultivated in Mexico and the West 
Indies, to friends in Texas and, 
above all things—Florida. 

Eary in 1930 Mrs. White planted 
18 eeds from two cherimoys 
which she had purchased at the 
Thompson ranch at Carlsbad, and 
n n > time at all transferred 48 
small trees from her girden here 
to the ranch she and Mr. White 
own at Vista. Not ail of the trees 
survived transplanting but ap¬ 
proximately 28 are now eight to 
12 feet tail and bearing abund¬ 
antly. Each fruit average.-; from 
four to 16 ounces. Mrs. White 
believes that Vista is an ideal lo¬ 
cation for the cherimoya but in 
certain districts of Sierra Madre 
the trees also bear well as is 
evidenced by the first cherimoya 
to be planted in California, which 
is now growing at Wistaria Vine 
Gardens and tins season has born 
at least 50 fruit, some weighing 
a pound.

A salad which is excellent for a 
luncheon or after-bridge refresh¬ 
ments is made as follows: 

Salad-Dessert 

Dissolve 2 packages of ehorry- 
flavored gelatine in 2 cups boiling 
water. Add 2 cups cold water. Pour 
gelatine into a large mold or indi¬ 
vidual molds. When almost con¬ 
gealed, add 12 marshmallows, cut 
in quarters; 1 cup pineapple, cut in 
small wedges, and 1 cup white cher¬ 
ries, seeded. Return to refrigerator 
and chill until firm. Top with 
whipped cream salad dressing. Gar¬ 
nish with marshmallow flowers, 
made by cutting tiny pie-shaped 
wedges from a whole marshmallow. 
Center with a half of a maraschino 
cherry to make the center of the 
flower. 

Here is another recipe you may 
welcome: 

Cherry Ice Box Cake 

Heat 20 marshmallows. 1 cup milk 
and *4 teaspoon salt slowly until 
marshmallows are half melted, stir¬ 
ring constantly. Remove from heat 
and continue folding until mixture 
is fluffy. Add 1 cup canned cherries 
and fold in 1 cup whipped cream. 
Halve lAs dozen lady fingers and 
line a loaf pan. Arrange alternate 
layers of cherry mixture and lady 
fingers in pan and chill. Top with 
whipped cream and maraschino 
cherries.
